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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20-23, 40-43 and 45-53 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Mujtaba (US 
2002/0010895) discloses a system comprising an arithmetic logic unit (figure 9, item 82) 
operating in a split mode to determine trace bits for Viterbi decoding of a binary 
convolution code (figure 9, item 90 and paragraph 0030). Registers store the output 
from the arithmetic logic unit (paragraph 0032) and the trace back unit 92 generates an 
output bit. The trace back RAM 1 62 will store data from numerous stages before 
pushing out older bits to be replaced with current bits (paragraphs 0042 and 0043). The 
trace back is initiated and the trace back starts at stage 63 to push out the bit at stage 0. 
Mujtaba discloses the input bit is shifted into the least significant bit of the shift register 
while the most significant bit is shifted out of the register (paragraph 0004). However, 
Mujtaba does not discloses the specifics of the trace back register stated in claims 20- 
23 or the step of tracing back through the memory cells as stated in claims 40-43. 

Meyer (US 5,802,1 15) discloses a method of tracing back states of convolution 
codes using Viterbi decoding (column 1, lines 6-9 and column 6, lines 32-38). The trace 
bits are stored in memory 20'. A decision is modified at each clock cycle to trace back a 
decision and the decision is stored in a memory where the write operation is achieved 
every k cycles (column 5, line 60 to column 6, line 5. K is two or more (column 5, lines 
66 to column 6, line 1). All of the bits are stored. Meyer does not disclose tracing back 
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the states comprise which clock cycles, the specific bit generation and bit storage take 
place in, as stated in claims 45-53 take place.
